We are informed b 
the Latin Writers, thar the Romans were fo 
fond of Cato as to enquire into his domeftick 
Tranfa€tions, and to endeavour to manage their 
Houfhold Affairs, their City Bufinefs, and their 
Law Suits, exactly as he did his. Now though 
this refleéts great Honour on Cato, yer it does 
none at all to the Roman People; for though 
be might and probably did aé& on Principles of 
Virtue, Honour, and Juftice; yer they were 

uided wholly by Whim, and, through the 

ifference of Circumftances, might, and cer- 
tainly did, offend againft Truth and Equity, 
by a fond Imitation of him. The Athenians, as 
they were freer than the Romans, fo their Hu- 
mour ran quite a different Way: Imitation was 
a Thing they had no Idea of 5 fiperior Virtue 
was not fo much admired amongft them, as 
hated ; and he who, without the Bounds of 
Comparifon, was the beft of all the Athenians, 
had the Mojority of the City of 4thers for his 
Enemies. This was the Cate ot Ariftides, for 
his fingular Integrity furnamed The Fup, who 
was banifhed by the 4thenians for this very 
Reajon, as one who condemned him told him, 
(having without knowing him defired him to 
write a Vote againft himfclf ) becan/e, faid he, 
I know not why Arittides fhould be jufler than bis 
Neighbours. 

n Countries therefore, where the Laws, 
and the Execution of the Laws, depends in 
many Cafés on the People, Care fhould be 
taken, of all Things, to avoid falling into the 
Humour of the Times, and deciding of every 
thing, not by the Rules of Reafom, but in 
Conformity to the Pleafure of a Party. It fome- 
times happens, indeed it too often happens, that 
Men who diftinguith themfelves by an Adhe- 
rence to fome political Criterion, think themfelves 
obliged to go always one Way, even in Matters 
which no way regard Politicks ; or, on the con- 
trary, perhaps regard Properry.

Unbrib'd, unfought, the Wretched to redveft, 
Swift of Difpatch, and eafy of Accefs. 


I cannot pretend to acquir this Poet of Ar- 
tachment to Party I will not take upon me his 
Defence in every Thing he has writren (for I 
love Juftice, even more than I refpe& Dryden ) 
but this furely was commendable, this certainly 
was Fair-dealing ; and this muft be allowed to 
do Honour to both their Memories: The rather, 
becaufe we have féen Parties fince then, or 
whom the Poets, Oratcrs and publick Writers, 
have taken quite a different Road, and abiolutely 
deny Common Senfé and Common Honefty ro 
every Man withour the Pale of their Faction; 
who have piqued themfeélves on making their 
Oppofition general, and of being equally warm, 
and equally united, in the moft trivial, as well 
as the moft important Poinrs. 

If, at any Time hereafier, fome Fa@ion 
fhould flart up, and carry Things ftill farther, 
fo as to enter the moft tacred Places, not only 
undivetted of, bur all heated with their Paffions, 
refolved to ferve their Friends, not only as far, 
but beyond, and at the Expence of the Altar ; if 
fuch a Time, I fay, fhould come, how unfor- 
tunate will the People be! Efpecially if thit 
Faéion prevail ; for then not to be of it mighc 
be fatal to a Man's Property, and expofé alike 
his Reputation, Perfon, and Fortune, to the 
Malice of thofe who, forgetting Equity, would 
make a Merit of humbling their 4dverfaries, 
and triumph in the Defeat of him who, con- 
fiding in the Aferit of his Caufe, refufed to feek 
their ‘Proteftion. Yet, fuppofing fuch a time 
fhould come, it could not continue long; fuch 
Judgment however gloffed, however coloured, 
would not fail of being deteéted and expofed, 
and the Contempt of the World would fall upon 
thofe who gave them, however out of the 
Reach of other Cenfure. Nay, fhould we carry 
our Suppofition ftill farther, and imagine te 
ourfelves a Set of People capable of fanctifying 
all their Purpofes by a Phayvifaical Behaviour, 
warm and artful Speeches, full of the Eloquence 
of che Soptifts, which ferved to darken Truth, 
and varnifh Error ; yet then what would thefe 
People be? Why, Cicero hath told us: The 
moft enormous Plague, fays he, of Fuptice, it A cer- 
tain Set of Men who, while they do the worft 
Things, keep up the Appearance of being Perfons of 
Integrity. Yet even thefe could not always 
keep on the Mask, the Button would at fore 
time or other flip from between their Teeth, 
and they fland confefled in their proper 
Form. t this is following the Mode of the 
Writers on the other Side ; It is conjuring up evil 
Spirits, that we may have the Pleafure of laying 
them; for no Man in his Senfes can believe, 
that either This or any other Oppofition, however 
obftinate, however unreafonable, will concur in 
flagrant Injuftice, and proftitute their Parts to 
profecute x Pwrpofes of their Party.

Sal/uj? introduces Cefar 
fumming up the chief Caufts of this Em- 
barraffment in h's Speech to the Senate on 
Catalixe’s Confpiracy: All, fays he, who pretend 
to deliver their cy in weighty Pcints, cugkt to 
have their Afinds entirely free trom Hate, from 
Friendbip, from Anger, and from Pity. Who- 
ever cunfiders this Reflection attentively, will 
perceive that ir is no eafy Matter to comply with 
Cefar's Rule. As we are Men, we have not 
onl Paffions, but alfo a certain Weaknefs in 
our Nature; which, at the fame Time that it 
renders us lef able to refift them, takes from us 
ally (at leaft for the prefémi) the Capacity of 
perceiving that we are led, er rather driven, by 
them. For this Caufe it was that the Senate 
of .drecpagus, than which no Senate was ever 
More famuis for doirg ftrict and impartial 
Juftice, heard Caufes in the Dark, that Faces 
might make no Impreffion, and that they might 
not be hindered by the Sight of the Parties from 
fteivg into the Merits of the Caufe. On the 
fame Principle, as 1 conceive, in our Courts of 
Law, the Gentlemen at the Bar are reftrained 
from making any Atcempts to move the Paffions 
by their Eloguence, but ars always kept clofe to 
the Point, and confined to the Facts on which 
the Court istodecide Inorher Places, where 


thefe Gentlemen are more at Liberty, it may be 
Obferved that they are very ready to ule tt, and 
as trey have great Advantages trom their Edu- 
@ation, and Habir of Speaking, they do not 
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fail to rrake great Impreflions upon tht 
[ Prict Two-Puxce. J 





tcrg by thofe pathetick Declamations which per- 
fuade for the Time, but afford not the Hearer 
that Satisfaction which is ncceflaty to make 
him eaty afterwards on the Judgment fuch 
Elogi-nce may have extorted. 

As a Difpofition of Injuftice can no where be 
fo dangerous, as amongft a free People; fo there 
is no Mifchief to which a free People are more 
obnoxious ; nothing is more common, than to 
fee Humcur take Place amongft them of Rea/en, 
and a Defire of imitating this Man, or of 
affronting that, miftaken fora Love of Jupice ; 
or, at leaft, of Freedom. We are informed b 
the Latin Writers, that the Romans were fo 
fond of Cato as to enquire into his domeftick 
Tranfaétions, and to endeavour to manage their 
Houfhold Affairs, their City Bufinefs, and their 
Law Suits, exactly as he did his. Now though 
this refleéts great Honour on Cato, yet it does 
none at all to the Roman People ; for though 
be might and probably did aé on Principles of 
Virtue, Honour, and Juftice; yer they were 

uided wholly by Whim, and, through the 

ifference of Circumftances, might, and cer- 
tainly did, offend againft Truth and Equity, 
by a fond Imitation of him. The Athenians, as 
they were freer than the Rewans, fo their Hu- 
mour ran quite a different Way: Imitation was 
a Thing they had no Idea of ; fiperior Virtue 
was not fo much admired amongft them, as 
hated ; and he who, without the Bounds of 
Comparifon, was the beft of all the Atheniazs, 
had the Mojority of the City of dthers for his 
Enemies. This was the Cate ot Ariffides, for 
his fingular Integrity fiurnamed The Fup who 
was banifhed by the 4thenians for “this very 
Reaion, as one who condemned him told him, 
(having without knowing him defired him to 
write a Vote againft himfclf ) becanje, faid he, 
I know not why Aciltides fhould be jufter than bis 
Neighbours. 

n Countries therefore, where the Laws, 
and the Execution of the Laws, depends in 
many Cafes on the People, Care fhould be 
taken, of all Things, to avoid falling into the 
Humour of the Times, and deciding of every 
thing, not by the Rules of Reafon, but in 
Contormity to the Pleafure of a Party. It fome- 
times happens, indeed it too often happens, that 
Men who diftinguith themfelves by an Adhe- 
rence to fome political Criterion, think them{elves 
obliged to go always one Way, even in Matters 
which no way regard Politicks ; or, on the con- 
trary, perhaps regard Properry. Than this 
there cannot be a greater, more flagrant, or 
more deftructive Abfurdiry. Ifonce Affection 
or Prejudice gers Dominisn in a Man's Breaft, 
and that Man comes to have any thing-to do 
with di@ributive Juftice, he will be fure to in- 
jure himfelf, and all the Parties; himfelf, by 

etraying his Confcience, in fuffering himfelf to 
be Jed, where he ought to aét freely; the Par- 
ties, becaufe if he decides againft Juitice he 
does an irreparable Injury; and, if he decides 
with it, he Mill injures the Party for whom he 
decides, as well as himfelf; becaufe though he 
did Right, he did it upon wrong Motives. 
There cannot be any Thing, furely, more 
effentially evil, than fuch a Praétice as renders 
even the doing Juftice a Crime; for fuch it is 
where a Man follows the Diétates of his 
Affection, or of his Prejudice, without ever 
confulting his Reafon. 

A ftraic Line not only thews its own Refi- 
tude, but, if apply’d to a crooked one, thews 
alfo it’s Declivity: In like Manner, that de- 
teftable Principle, on which Fattion ufuaily 
proceeds, of decrying gencrrally all the Adtions 
of him whom in a tuperlative Degree they 
hate, cannot be better expofed, than by the 
Citation of an Inftance contrary in Nature: 


That is, where the profeffed Fricnd of a Party 





forfakes his favourite Notiotis, to follow Truth, 
and makes it his Care to do right to the Virtues 
of the Man whom he oppofed, and againtt 
whom he bent all the Strength of his Genius. 
This we have in Mr. Dryden's Abjolom and 
Achitopbel: The Poet, after exerting himfelf 
with the utmoft Force of Poetical Eloquence in 
the Defcription of Achitophel’s political Cha- 
racter, {peaks of him thus in another Capacity ; 


Yet Fame deferv'd, no Enemy can grudge ; 
The Statefman we abbor, but praife the Judges 
In Virae}’s Courts ne'er fat an Abbethdia 

With more difcerning Eyes, or Hands move clean ; 
Onbrib'd, unfought, the Wretched to vedveft, 
Swift of Difpatch, and eafy of Acces. 


I cannor pretend to acquir this Poet of Ar- 
tachment to Party ¢ I will not take upon me his 
Defence in every Thing he has writren (for L 
love Juftice, even more than I refpe& Dryden) 
but this furely was commendable, this certainly 
was Fair-dealing ; and this muft be allowed to 
do Honour to both their Memories: The rather, 
becaufe we have feen Parties fince then, or 
whom the Poets, Oratcrs and publick Writers, 
have taken quite a different Road, and abiolutely 
deny Common Senifé and Common Honefty ro 
every Man without the Pale of their Faction; 
who have piqued themfelves on making their 
Oppofition general, and of being equally warm, 
and equally united, in the moft trivial, as well 
as the moft important Poinrs. 

If, at any Time hereafier, fome Fa@ion 
fhould fart up, and carry Things fill farther, 
fo as to enter the moft facred Places, not only 
undivetted of, bur all heated, with their Paffions, 
refolved to ferve their Friends, not only as far, 
but beyond, and at the Expence of the Altar ; if 
fuch a ‘Time, I fay, fhould come, how unfor- 
tunate will the People be! Efpecially if thie 
Faétion prevail ; for then not to be of it mighc 
be faral to a Man’s Property, and expofe alike 
his Reputation, Perfon, and Fortune, to the 
Malice of thofe who, forgetting Equity, would 
make a Merit of humbling their dverfaries, 
and triumph in the Defeat of him who, con- 
fiding in the Aferit of his Caufe, refufed to feek 
their Proteftion. Yet, fuppofing fuch a time 
fhould come, it could not continue long; fuch 
Judgment however gloffed, however coloured, 
would not fail of being detected and expofed, 
and the Contempt of the World would ies 
thofe who gave them, however out of the 
Reach of other Cenfure. Nay, fhould we carry 
our Suppofition ftill farther, and imagine te 
ourfelves a Set of People capable of fanttifying 
all their Purpofes by a Phavifaical Behaviour, 
warm and artful Speeches, full of the Eloquence 
of che Soptifts, which ferved to darken Truth, 
and varnifh Error; yet then what would chefe 
People be? Why, Cicero hath told us: The 
moft enormous Plague, fays he, of Fuftice, is a cer- 
tain Set of Men who, while they do the wor 
Things, “~- the Appearance of being Perfons of 
Integrity. Yet even thefe could not always 
keep on the Mask, the Button would at fore 
time or other flip from between their Teeth, 
and they fland confefled in their proper 
Form. But this is following the Mode of the 
Writers on the other Side ; It is conjuring up evil 
Spirits, that we may have the Pleafure of laying 
them; for no Man in his Senfes can believe, 
that cither This or any other Oppofition, however 
obftinate, however a — concur in 
flagrant Injuftice, and itute their Parts te 
profecute she Pepys of scr Party.

Laft Sunday died at Bath, the Right Hon, 
Charles Howard, Earl of Carlifle, Vicoun 
Howard of Morpeth, Baron Dacres of Gil. 
lifland, one of the Privy Council, Lord Lie. 
tenant of the Counties of Weftmoreland. and 
Cumberland, Governor of Carlifle, Mafter-of his 
Majefty’s Harriers and Fox-hounds, and Warden 
and Chief Juftice in Eyre of all his Foretts, &¢. 
North of Trent. 

His Lordfhip was, in the Reign of King 
William of Glorious Memory, not only Lord 
Lieutenarit and Cuftos Rotulorum of the Coun- 
ties aforefaid, but one of the Gentlemen of his 
Majelty’s Bed-chamber, Deputy Earl Marfhal of 
England, Firlt Commiffioner of the T.eafory, 
a Member of the Privy Council, Governor of 
the Town and Cafile of Cariifle, ani Vice Ad- 
miral of the Sea Coatts adjacent ; in feveral 
of which Pofts he was continuzd by Queen 
Anne, and in 1706 was one of the Commiflioners 
of the Union ‘Treaty with the Scors. 

Upon the Death of the Queen, he was made 
choice of by King George I. to be one of the 
Regents till he arrived trom Hanover, and he 
was afterwards made one of the Privy Council, 
Firft Commiffioner of the Treafury, Conftable 
of the Tower of London, ani Lord Lieutenant 
of the Hamlets 

His Lordfhip having marry’d the Lady Eliza- 
beth Capel, only furviving Daughter of Arthur 
Earl of Effex, had by her 2 Sons and 3 Daugh- 
ters, the eldeft Son Henry, now Ear! of Carlifle, 
who was born in 16943, and Member of Par- 
liament for Morpeth, having marry'd the Lady 
Frances Spencer, only Daughter of Charles 
Earl of Sunderland, by the Lady Arabella 
Cavendith his firft Wife, has had 2 Sons and 
2 Daughters, viz. Charles and Robert, Arabella 
and Diana. Charles, the prefent Earl's Brother, 
is a Colonel in his Majefty’s Guards, and was 
4 Years ago appointed one of his Majefty’s Aids 
de Camp. 

Of the prefent Earl’s Sifters, who are the 
Ladies Elizabeth, Anne and Mary, the eldet 
was marry'd firft to the late Lord Lechmere, 
and afterwards to the late Thomas Robinion, 
Efq; of Rookby Park in Yorkfhire, who was 
Member of the laft Parliament for Morpeth, 
and in 1730 created a Baronet ; and the fecond 
Sifter was married to Richard Ingram Vi‘Coust 
Irwin in Scotland.

By the Evidences, fome of whom were 
deeply concerned in this Atfair, ic appear'd, that 
the Deceafed having made known to his Matter 
his Defires of being made a F'vee Jéajon, he, and 
fome of his Aflociates, contrived to make them- 
felves Mirth, by impofing on the young Fcllow, 
and making Lim believe that they were Free 
Mafoms: The unwary young Man was tco 
foon prevail’d with to believe tnem, and fuffer’d 
fuc Impofitions (befides that of his Treating . 
them) as at length terminated in his Death. 
He was perfuaded to repeat, after one of the 
Company, what was call’d an Oath of Secrecy ; 
but as vile, ftupid, and prophane (to fay no 
worfe of it) asever was invented ; alier which, 
he being blindfold, they gave him i 10 
drink, and then led him to, and made him kifs 
th: bare Pofteriors of one of their Company. 
After all this, viz. on the 13th of June, at 
Evening, the Company, who cali'd themiclves 
a Lodge, met again at Dr. Jones's, in order, 
asthe Deceafed was made believe, co make him 
a complete Free Adafon. After Supper, the 
Company retired to the Cellar, and this un- 
happy Perfon was led down blindfold to them, 
and there unveil'd: They had prepared a Pan 
of burning Spirits, with Raifins at the Bottom, 
and were ftarding round, dipping in their Hands 
for the Kailins, atid flirting che Flames about; 
this was call’d Snap-Dragon. One of the 
Company was wrap’d in a Hide to reprefent the 
Devil, which, with the ftrange Countenances 
that the Light of the burning Spirits caus'd, 
made things look ghaftly, frig!tful and devilith. 
However, this it feems did not terrify him as 
was expeéted, and he had not been long in the 
Cellar, when the whole Pan of burning Spirits 
was thrown on him, at which he cry'd out, 
Mafter, I'm kill'd, I'm kill'd; and, notwith- 
ftanding they immediately ftrove to extinguifh 
the Flames, h: was fCorch’d to that Degree 
that he died by reafon thereof, on the 16th of 
the fame Month, in a mifefable Manner. Ic 
was fworn, that the Doétor was the Perfon who 
flung or fpilt the Liguor ; bur no premeditaced 
Malice could be prov'd, fo h¢ came off with 
only burning in he Hand, as be'ore related.
